the Waganakising Odawak Nation, known as the Little Traverse Bay Bands of
Odawa Indians, and its citizens are vested with inherent sovereignty and right to
self-governance;

the Little Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa Indians is a federally recognized Indian
Tribe under Public Law 103-324, and is a party to numerous Treaties with the
United States the most recent of which being the Treaty of Washington of March
28, 1836 (7 Stat. 491) and the Treaty of Detroit of 1855 (11 Stat. 621);

the Little Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa Indians Tribal Council is the elected
legislative body of the Tribe;

the LTBB reservation is located in a rural area that is not located in a metropolitan
statistical area;

the Tribe recognizes the need to strengthen the tribal justice systems’ response to
and prevention of violence against women and improve the services available to
victims of sexual assault, domestic violence, dating violence and stalking;

the U.S. Department of Justice, Office on Violence Against Women has
announced the availability of funding to address the issue of violence against
women 1n Indian country and to enhance the safety of victims of sexual assault,
domestic violence, dating violence and stalking by supporting projects designed
to address and prevent these crimes in rural jurisdictions.

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the Tribal Council of the Little Traverse Bay Bands of
Odawa Indians authorizes and supports the grant application to the United States Department of
Justice, Office on Violence Against Women to further develop the capacity of the Tribe to meet
the needs of women and children who are victims of sexual assault, domestic violence, dating
violence, and stalking.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED the Little Traverse Bay Bands of Odawa Indians seeks to work
in collaboration with an experienced non-profit, nongovernmental Indian victim services
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provider organization in the local community for their expertise in helping victims of domestic
violence, dating violence, sexual assault, or stalking.

FINALLY BE IT RESOLVED that Tribal Chairman Ken Harrington, Vice Chairman Dexter
McNamara, or Tribal Administrator Albert Colby Jr., or another designee from the Tribal
Chairman is authorized to execute any documents necessary to apply for, receive, and administer
funds under the grant.
